He was so 
unjust was cruel that he won for 
himself the name of tyrant. He 
knew that almost tnerybody hated 
him, and so lu' was always in dread 
lest somebody shouUl take his life.

If a goose has been iinproi>erly 
picked in that respect the wings 
will droop find drag on the gr<nind, 
All through this process of yank- 
ing the feathers out of a gi>ose's 
bmiy not a sound of complaint or 
cry of pain is heard from the gotise. 
It submits to the torture with a 
silent solemnity that wcmld be 
laughable if it were not for the 
evident fortitude of the fowl that 
goes with it. 

" It is necessary that the feathers 
should b(> taken from live geese — 
that is, if the comfort and plea.sure 
of people who must have feather 
beds and pillows are to be studieiiv 
Dead feathers are no better than 
husks and are unwholesome. Hut 
theie isn't a pound of feathers used 
to-day where 50 pounds were some 
years ago. A.sthma and hay fever 
have done a great deal to lessen t he 
demand for feather beds and pil- 
lows, for it was discovered a few 
years ago that feather beds and 
asthma loved to consort, and that 
nothing wcmld start an asthmatic to 
wheezing so (luiekly and positively 
as a couch of geese feathers would. 
The discovery spread, and the pa- 
tient and uncomplaining goose 
owes a great deal of its latter day 
comfort to the asthma." — New 
York Sun.

"The feathei-s art^n't alive, but 
the geese they were plucked from 
were," said a dealer in live gee.se 
feathers. "And the geese they 
were plucked from never once 
S(i\iawked nor scpieaked during the 
operation. Not because il (lidn't 
hurt the geese, though. It hurts a 
goos<< like the mis(^hief to pull its 
feathers out, but the reason a goose 
d(M>sn't holler and make a fuss over 
it is that it doesn't seem to know 
enough. A goose will squawk and 
clatter and cackle as if it were 
sulTering more agony than a Morse 
svith the colic just at the sight of a 
ptM'son, but if you cover it up and 
pelt it with stones it seems to forget 
that it has a voice and will take all 
the i)unishment you give it without 
uttering a bit of protest. 

" Never saw a goose plucking, 
eh'? NYell, il isn't a sight that 
would give you much pleasure. On 
the day set for stripping geese of 
their featheis they are enticed into 
-some airtight outhouse. The pick- 
ers, who are always women or girls, 
go among the geese with their heads 
and faces entirely ctnei-etl with 
hoods fastened round the neck with 
a shirr string. Tluue are holes for 
the eyes, and also little holes at the 
nose for fresh tiir. 

" From the tUH-k dowiv the picker 
is covered with a gbi/.ed muslin 
garment to which no feathers or 
dow n will adhere. The pickers sit 
on low stool around a large and 
perfectly dry tub. There is gen- 
erally a man or Iwy in the neigli- 
borluMxi who is an expeit at getting 
the gee.se ready for picking. 
Everybody can't do that. The 
wings of the gw>se luvve to be lock- 
(m1 together by a peculiar arrange- 
ment of them near the slu)uUlei's, 
and while the wings are not tied or 
fastened in any other way the lock 
is such that no goose can open it. 
The fowl's feet aie tied together 
wilh broad b.-uids of soft muslin or 
tiannel. WIumi a goose is thus 
made helpless, it is taken ujhmi the 
picker's lap, and she plucks the 
feathers out rapidly, but with such 
skill that she .sehhun breaks the 
skin or causes blood to flow. 
Feathers fill the air during the 
process of plucking, but all settle 

gra*V""' ''•'»•> intii llie (nil •){ 

last. 

" Heiorc iifj^imiiiifi on ;i goi>se 
the picktw brushes th(> feathers the 
wroi.g way, exposing the skin. 
.\u exi)ert can tell at a glance by 
by the (K)lor of the skin whether 
she must oxervLse uumi than 
ordinary care in plucking it, or 
whether it is not iKMter to let the 
goo.se go without plucking at that 
time. In every case the pi<'ker 
must \wi careful and not pluck the 
feathers too close under the wings.

They may not have been conscious 
that they had risen in the world's 
esteem fmm a crown to $10 or $100, 
but they are perfectly aware that 
their feelings had been no whit 
wounded. The gems whii'h adorn 
them an>, in fact, arranged in a 
platinum setting, which is cb\sped 
rtT '.he margins of the carapace — a 
dorsal .shield composed of lM)ne and 
horn, which does iu)t suffer from 
neuralgia, as it has no nerves. Of 
course, it is the proper thing to be 
shocked at this freak of fasliion as 
a new French enormity, but the best 
.society has not adopted it. As for 
the cruelty of it, it may, perhaps, 
surprise the tortoise to bt> remove«l 
from its native mud and moisture, 
but could hardly annoy anything so 
placid and purpcvselcss. U does not 
siitTer at the hands of its(b>coiators, 
JUS do ladies w ho hav«* ears or noses 
or lips pierce<l for beauty's sake. 
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At Dusk in the wilds of the 
gloomy Hraziliaji forest, you will 
think it strange to hear the clink of a 
hammer (m an anvil. You would 
imagine that you were approaching 
some settlement, and the picture of 
the ruddy glow oi the forge would 
come up before your eyes. 

Hut if your guide were a native, 
he would tell you that the sound 
w>us made by a cjimpanero, as they 
call it, although to foreigners it is 
known as the anvil bird.

I'lirents or relatives of ileaf chililren send 
them to Hcliool for the training tliey must 
receive while they are(|Uit,e yiiimK, It is 
bcHt for them to be>{in tlieir tniiniiiK at 
s<'liool early. Ail of im liiive liail tlie iid- 
vantiiKc of menial iU'i|nireinentH in lite 
cldssrooni and in the trade .-(choolH. ('om- 
iiiK here sniall children and knowiiiK no 
thiiiK, most of us leiive, prepared to prolit 
from I lie careful Instruction we have re- 
ceived. 

If the deaf did not Ko to school for an edil- 
ciition, tliey conid not liope to suc,<:eed in 
tlic striiKKle of life. Mill, it niiiKt he Hiiid 
that with some of UMwliocame to scliool, 
till' teachers are not often alile to help to 
improve, because we do not Kive the neru-s- 
«ii,ry attention. 'I'he residt is failure In 
school and in after life. 

I never like to have the deaf work at 
street cleiiriinK, or HweepiiiK, because then 
the peophr think tlijil, they cannol improve 
Iroiii education. The life of I'resident Ijin- 
C'lin. when he was atschool, pointsoiitto mm 
wliat continue<l elTfirl, will do. When lie 
was a very little boy, he I'cads mimv liookHj 
but did not iiiKlerstaiiil them all. lie tried 
ii^aiii and iiKiiin. Kiiially one ihiy somi' of 
tlie settlers built a new school for those 
who had no education, and would accejit 
tlie<'hMiice to study and read, lyincoln went 
there and he Htiidied very hard. VVIkmi he 
first went, he di^sired t,o have more ediii ii- 
tion than the teachers could give, lie saw 
that in his education he would need to liave 
more books, and ho lie left and borrowed 
liiioksand stiidii'd alone. VVlien liC' bei'iime 
I'ri^sideiit of the United Stiites, he eii- 
fleavored to help the colored people, lie 
ilid not like to leave them imiorant and 
without ediKtation, d'od always helps tlie 
riuhleoiis to Have the ignorant from dark- 
nesH. To-diiy many of the colored iieoplc 
are liiKhly ediirated. Biitthe condition of 
the iineibicated deaf compared with the 
educated, p^obnbly otTers the best evideni'.e 
of the advantane of education- that can be 
presented.

It 
gives me great ph'asnro to Intro- 
dtice my friend, Mr. Corson." 
Mr. Corson said in part : — 
"Uiid(>r ordiiinry circumstances 
I should hesitate very much (o as- 
sume such a (leculiar name as that 
of ' Jones,' but on this occasion I 
must do this in- order to accom- 
modate m,v friend, your suiier- 
intendent. 

" I am exci>edingly glad to 1)(> 
with you on this occasion, because 
I am glad to be jU'esent li( any time 
and in any pltu-e where educaljonal 
iulerest are being considered. 1 
believe tluil the peopl<» ai-e think- 
ing more and moi-e each year of 
the extreme importance of tm 
education. We ladievc as a nation 
in education. We believe as a 
State in ediii^ation, and I know we 
believe as an Instilution, represent- 
ed her«^ this afternoon, in ediica- 
lion. The very fad that you have, 
undiM' the presiMil administration, 
added a high school to the cmirse 
of study to giv<> to the boys and 
girls the best education, proves 
that (his Institution believes in 
education. \u education means a 
vast deal to the Slate and tolh(> In- 
slilulion, but it means a vast ileal 
more to (he individinil. I think, 
however, that .von have all learned 
that tlu> best of Institutions can 
only give an opportunity for an 
education. Ever> thing depends 
upon what the individual pupils 
is willing to do for himself. Why, if 
an education could be secured 
without individual effort and the 
hardest work, the biggest loafer 
would have .just as good a chance 
as Ihe hardesi worker. This Insli- 
I III ion has taught you more. I 
nolo on your progiam the motto, 
" Knowledge is Pow(>r." I re- 
member how tho author of that 



selection tried to explain, many 
years ago, that sentiiiH^nt by a good 
many illustrations, but since leav- 
ing the old school and witnessing 
how much advantage the person 
who knows has over tho one who 
does not know, I understand fully 
thiit " knowledge is power" indeed. 
It is usually the one who knows 
most that can do most. 

" I hope you have learned well 
the lesson of the extreme impor- 
tance of old-fashioned hard work in 
order to succeed. Some people 
wdnder why the country l)oy snc- 
ccfids so well. He has always had 
all the work he could do, is the sim- 
ple reason. A friend of mine slated 
to me the other day that he hardly 
knew what to do will' his boy, as 
he had no work for him, and when 
he said that, my memory went back 
to my life on the farm when my 
fath(>r had enough work alu^ad for 
me for at least twenty years. It 
is not so much the question nowa- 
days, " What do yon know, " as it 
is " What can yoii'do?" I should be 
sorry if the school furnished only 
the principle "to know" and not 
"to do." I am {flad that the 
school furnishes to-day, as never 
before, these good principles. It is 
impossible for a .^'oung person to 
know a vast deal, but it is jxissible 
for hiiii to do a vast deal. So 1 
hope, my .young friends, that above 
everlhing you will i ot coa.se to 
develop this characteristic, — not 
only to know but to do. 1 know 
you want to succeed, and 1 believe 
you /r/// succeed, because you have 
(o-day given evidence of having 
completed a cour.se of study (hat 
will enable you to do so." How 
many people* we know who liav«> 
not enough ambition to do that. I 
would like to snog(>st (hat your en- 
(Miiies will recognize your success 
b(>fore your friends. I have often 
Ihought of the truth in these words 
of Riley :. 

I have always notlcp<1 that great surcess 
Is mintiled with tronhle. more or less. 
And it is the man who does his In-st 
That Rets more kicks than all the rest. 

" 1 wish to congratulate you up- 
on .your giad nation, and on behalf 
of those gat li(>red about you to-day 
and of .vom friends ;tl home, to 
wish you an abundance of happi- 
n(>8s and prosjierity in whatever 
Holds of labor you' may Hud em- 
ployment. "

wiienee, must place themselves 
somewhere back of the line of fire, 
directly in the rear of their regi- 
ments. A ravine, if jKJssible, n 
shelter afforded by a house or a 
thick clump of trees is selected for 
each pf>st, sfime place as safe from 
from bullets as iMi.ssible, while yet 
<lireetly u[)on the battlefield. These 
jKtsts are known as " outlying 
stations." Each regiment in battle 
has three of them, if pfwsible, and 
here the surgeons, with incredible 
swiftness, "patch up" the men 
that are brought to them, prepara- 
tory to sending them back to the 
actual field hospital, at or near 
brigade headquarters, sonu* dis- 
tan<"e in the rear. 

These "outlying stations" have 
nothing of permanence about them. 
Ah the army moves foward they 
must move, too, and hence the 
surgeon's outfit is of the simplest 
sort. He lias merely a small jiockef 
ca.se of instruments, and is 
uuhampered by bag or sack. 

Close at his side, wherever he 
may wander on the battlefield, is 
his orderly, with a iwuch that has 
in it everj' article that could be 
needed for emergency work. 
Bleeding could be staunched, 
ainpiitations ma<le, opiates adminis- 
tered, with the aid of this very 
compact medical and surgical kit. 

•ITie chief articles the surgeon's 
orderly carries are ammonia, ban- 
dages, apfK;ket case of instruments, 
chloroform, catheters, diagnosistags, 
a fii-st ai<l packet, consisting of a 
pa<l and a triangular lot of ban- 
dages; one yard of gauze a jack- 
knife with a saw blarle, a mixture 
of chloroforuj and opium, pins, a 
rubl>er torniquet, ligatures scis- 
HorH, and a hypodermi(! syringe. 

Four men of each company are 
assigned to bring the wounded to 
the "outlying stations." If these 
men fall, the wounded are carritd 
bafrk as best they can. All (7nited 
States trofjps are now trained in the 
prineii)les of "first aid to the in- 
jured," and can bandaije roughly, 
liandle a broken limb and carry a 
comrade so as to injure him as little 
as possilile. 

Besides this the field is covered 
with hospital corps men of a very 
high degree of efficiency. These 
men constantly sr-onr the region of 
fighting, bringing in the dangerous- 
ly .wounded, carrying men on 
litters from the outlying stations to 
the field hospital half a mile or a 
mile back, and they move with the 
greatest expedition, for it is one of 
the chief principles of modern mill 
medical sei< it, wounded
